Then he went. to Har- 
vard university, being graduated witn 
the class of '97 and four yearg later 
was graduated from the Harvard law 
school. While he was at Andover and 
Exeter his father resided on School 
street, in this town. 

It was in the same 
his graduation from the law school, 
1901 that he was admitted to the 
bar, and he has since carried on 4 
gen¢ral practice at hig present office In 
the Barristers’ building, in Pemberton 
square, Boston. 

He, has served as trustee and ai- 
ministrator under the will of Moses 
A. Dow, and in that capacity has had 
charge of large real estate interests 
He has been acting ag géneral coun- 
or the Massachusetts lighting con:- 
panies, having gas and electric light 
plants at Spencer, Arlington, Leomin- 
ster Milfod and other places.

Grand ‘lives in a tiny refuge hut on 
the Little St. Bernard, and has saved 
the lives of ‘countless travelers who 
lost their way or were overcome by 
storms and avalanches while attempt- 
ing to reach the St. Bernard hospice. 

In 1887 Grand saved th2 lives. of 
five travelers who were lost in a snow 
hurricane, His reward for this act 
Was a silver medal, In the following 
year he received the, order of Merit 
from the king of Italy for saving the 
lives of six Italians. In 1889 he rescued 
single handed, Mme, de Verrage, a 
French woman, ,;who had been’ swept 
away by an avalanche and was r.- 
warded by a gift of $5... 

Some years later Grand and his so, 
went to the rescue of a detachment of 
Alpine troops that had been overcome

SOFT COLORS IN OLD RUGS. 
From the N. Y, Evening Telegram. 
That there are few antique rugs on 

the market, and that this Is the rea- 
son the few occasionally offered at pri- 
vate sales bring fabulous prices, may 
be a surprise to’ many Women. who 
think that they can be purchased in 
shops like any ordinary floor covering; 
but according to an expert there are 
few of those woven during the 15th, 
16th and 17th centuries outside of mu- 
se€ums and art galleries that could be 
bought even for the payment of im- 
mense sums. 

Fifteen thousand dollars is not 4 
large sum to pay fora genuine 15th 
century rug, and the few owned by 
ecllectors and persons who know their 
real worth value them at extraordin- 
ary prices. 

These rare specimens, though really 
made for floor use, are frequently 
hung on the walls like pictures, where 
the light will bring out the old sub- 
dued tones. The tact that they are 
worn and the fringe gone in many 
places only adds to their beauty and 
value in the opinion of the owners, 
who will not even consider having 
rents in the weave carefully mended, 
as they can be by those who make it a 
specialty. To many, each thread worn 
bare or bit of selvage gone has a 
connection with an ancestor or means 
that it had hard usage in some royal 
family, hence its great value, 

The exquisite coloring in these beau- 
titul old rugs that are mellow with 
age makes them really more appro- 
priate for hangings, couch covers and 
for use on chairs, where not too 
large. Frequently they are placed on 
pedestals beneath statuettes, which, if 
an unusual arrangement demonstrates 
the regard in which they are held ‘by 
the owners. 

As soon as finished some new rugs 
ore dropped jnto vats containing an‘ 
acid that gives them the desired look 
of age, and though this method is so 
severe that the threads in the back of 
the floor coverings are so weakened 
that they wear a comparatively short 
time before literally going to pieces. 
Many persons buy them in the beliet 
that they are real antiques. 

Just how to tell-an Old rug is dif- 
ficult’ to explain, and unless a person 
has, seen a great many she has to.re- 
ly upon the honesty of the shopkeeper 
and be guided by the price asked, The 
ole subdued veget:.ble dyes used in an- 
tiques are clearer. more subdued in 
tone, and do hot fade or unlike’ ‘those 
used in the rugs now made; = 

To an experiénced person there is a 
marked difference in the weaves in 
ole rugs, for the designs and colors, 
too, are plain and perfectly distinct 
on the backs, while with cheap ones 
they are usually either blurred or d2- 
void of any outlines of the figures. 

There is another way of distinguish- 
ing old rugs. but this test would not 
be useful unless a woman had exam-

Largest Map of United States. 

A bulletin of the American Geo- 
graphical gociety announces that Hen- 
ry Gannett, geographer of the geo- 
graphical survey, has nearly completed 
a map of the United States which will 
measure about sixteen feet in width 
and ten or eleven feet in height. This 
map will show contours of elevatiou 
so that we shall be able to recognize 
the surface forms of the country very 
detinitely. It is drawn on the scale of 
1 to 1,000,000—that is, one inch on the 
map will represent about 15.8 miles on 
the earth’s surface. It will show every 
town of importance, almost all the rail- 
roads, the navigable rivers to their 
heads, the height of many mountain 
tops, etc. This map will form one part 
of a great map of the world on the 
same scale which was recommended 
by the International Geographical con- 
gress. 

Government May Build Railroads. 

Governor General Wright of the Phil- 
ippines, who is now in this country on 
a vacation, says that if the next bids 
for the construction of railways in the 
Philippines are not acceptable one or 
more of the important lines will be 
constructed by the government. He 
thinks these railroads will help along 
the development of the island and thus 
make self government -a: possibility. 


Wireless Records Broken. ©: st 

On Christmas day the wireless tele- 
graph station at the Washington navy 
yard succeeded in obtaining unbroken 
messages from Guantanamo, at the 
southeastern end of the island of Cuba. 
This is thought to make a new record 
for the government's wireless service, 
the distance being 1,500 miles. 


More Troops Near China. 

The war department is preparing to 
send two regiments of infantry—the 
First. and Second—and two batteries— 
the Highteenth and Thirteenth—to the 
Philippines. The First infantry will sail 
from New York for Manila Feb. 1 and 
the Second and the two batteries on 
the same day from San Francisco. The 
usual custom of withdrawing an equal 
number of troops from. the Philippines 
is not followed, and the presumption is 
therefore that the government feels the 
necessity of getting a large force in the 
far east as soon as possible in the an- 
ticipation of more antiforeign uprisings 
in China. 


Cattle Fees Are Just. 

President Roosevelt has approved the 
course of Secretary Wilson in estab- 
lishing a new set of rules for the graz- 
ing of horses and cattle on government 
reserves, which went into effect Jan. 1. 
‘The fees are expected to keep the lands 
especially for the small stockmen who 
actually live in the neighborhood as 
against the millionaire cattlemen. 


Work of the Soil Survey. 

The soil survey of the department of 
agriculture has mapped 15,752,320 
acres of land during the past fiscal 
year, according to the annual report of 
the soils bureau. Surveys were mad 
in twenty-eight states. Rhode Island is 
the first state in the Union of which a 
complete survey has been made. 

j The maps show the different kinds 
of soil which occur in each area. The 
report says that the work during the 
past eight years shows the three;great 
agricultural problems now are: First, 
the western farmer is chiefly concern- 
ed with the presence .of alkali and its 
removal or control; second, the eastern 
farmer is chiefly concerned with the

Thousands Slain at Moscow. 

After a week of unconfirmed rumors 
concerning the progress of the general 
strike inaugurated against the govern- 
ment of Russia the news of a great 
battle in the streets of Moscow reach- 
ed the world. It was said that as 
many as 15,000 rebels had been killed 
or wounded. Artillery was used 
against. barricades which had*~been 
erected at certain points and against 
the houses which were known to shel- 
ter revolutionists, and the entire city 
was threatened with flames. The sol- 
diers of ail branches of the service 
displayed unexpected loyalty. Bombs 
thrown from house tops and revolvers 
shot from windows increased the loy- 
alty of the troops. 

The failure of the railroad employees 
to respond to the general strike on 
Dec, 20 seemed to foredoom the fail- 
ure of the revolutionary movement at 
this time. The mill workers at St. Pe 
tersburg wavered, and then many re- 
turned to work, All the factories and 
public works as well as the principal 
thoroughfares were constantly guard- 
ed by the troops. The forty-seven 
members of the revolutionary commit- 
tee were surrounded and captured by 
the troops, and thus the detailed plans 
for the revelt and large quantities of 
arms and bombs were secured by the 
government. 

One report of the Moscow rebel for 
mation ran~thus: ‘Fhe revolutionists 
are divided in three ‘armies.’ The 
first, consisting of 800 men armed with 
rifles and pikes, is operating between 
Moscow and Perovo, using the railroad, 
which it controls. Artillery and caval- 
ry are being employed against this 
force. The second ‘army’ is armed 
especially with bombs and revolvers 
and is composed” of 1,000 persons; ~in 
whose ranks are many women, who dis-

Our Boys and Girls. 


Dear Townsman: Permit “me to -ex- 
press most hearty thanks for that timely 
and truthful editorial which appeared in 
your columns of last week. on ‘Parental 
Law and urder.’ And I have no doubt 
that all your readers who have lived any 
length of time, or have gone through the 
world with open eyes, will also be ready 
to. endorse every word and line con- 
tained therein. It must be plainly evi- 
dent to the most careless observer, that 
taken as a whole, the youth of the 
present generation are- not what they 
should be in conduct and character. 
No past generation of boys and girls, 
ever enjoyed so many, or such munifi- } 
cent advantages and blessings, in an in- 
tellectual and moral. point of view, as 
those~-with--whieh—the youth .of. the 
present day are favored. And yet the 
imperfect. use which they make of these 
privileges is sad to behold. ‘The boast 
which is often made that this is an age 
of improvement and progress, bardly 
holds true as it regards the general be- 
havior of our growing youth. Indeed, it 
seems to the writer, that in this respect 
there has been a fearful retrograde both 
in manners and conduct. If the fathers 

and mothers of fifty years ago, should 
| appear again and see the sights and hear

BOSTON. Jan. 4—The first day’s ses- 
sion of the great-and general court for 
1606 gave every indication that at the 
outset at least there is pretty nearly 
complete harmony in both branches. 
The main business of the day, follow- 
ing the administration of the oaths of 
office by Gov. Douglas, was the organ- 
ization of each branch by the election 
of officers. . 

The senate, according to. program 
elected Hon, William F. Dana of New- 
ton president, Henry D. Coolidge of 
Concord clerk, Rev. Edward A. Hor- 
ton of Boston chaplain, and Capt. 
David T. Remington sergeant-at- 
arms. . 

The lower. branch, the Republicans 
having .met in caucus eariier in the 
cay-and-named.the anticipated “slate 
by acclamation, elected Hon. John’N.~ 
Cole of Andover speaker, and reelected 
James W..Kimball of Lynn clerk, Rev. 
Daniel W. Waldron, DD, of Boston, 
chaplain, and, concurring with the 
senate, Capt. David T. Remington 
sergeant-at-arms. _ 

Representative Cole received 225 
votes, and Martin M. Lomasnev, one | 
of the representatives from ward-8, 
Boston. received three votes. Capt. 
Remington received a unanimous elec- 
tion by both branches, a compliment | 
that has not been bestowed on _ the} 
holder of that office in many years. 

In the corridors, preceding the meet- 
ing of the house and senate, called for 
11 o'clock yesterday, there was the 
vseual animation incident to a gathering 
af the members of the great and gen- 
eral court. Old acquaintances and 
friendships were renewed and the new 
members found themselves, as interest- 
ed spectators, quickly getting into an 
atmosphere always peculiar to the first 
legislative day of the year on Beacon 
Hill.

CHASE CASE TO GO TO THE 
GRAND JURY. 


LYNN. Jan. 4—That the investiga- 
tion into the death of Mrs. Jennie 
Fhillips Chase at Swampscott Sept, 13. 
1905, will be transferred to the grand 
jury. was stated last night on author- 
ity that is unquestionable. 

Whether or not the case will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury at the coming 
term at Salem next or go over to the 
April term of that body is not stated 
definitely. 

It can be stated on the same un- 
questionable authority that while Prof. 
Whitney testified at the inquest yes- 
terday that he found traces of enough 
poison in Mrs. Chase's stomach to 
causé death. the authorities are con- 
fronted by the questions of how and 
when the poison reached her. 

One auestion is: Did Mrs. Chase her- 
self-secure the poison and take it as a 
means to self-destruction? If she did 
not obtain it herself, who did? 

It can be also statea that Prof. 
Whitney’s report showed -that such a 
large quantity of poison was used, 
that unmistakable evidence of its ef- 
fects were found in the throat and 
stomach. 

The above questions assume that 
Mrs. Chase committed suicide. If she 
did not, then what the investigators 
are seeking to find out is who procured 
the poison and how and by whom was 
it administered to her? 

Not the slightest trace of arsenic 
was found in or about the Chase home. 
Now that it has been®established by 
Prof. Whitney’s report that arsenic 
was used the investigators will bend 
ali thelr energies th tracing the cir- 


cumstances by which it came to the © 


dead woman,

NEW SCHOOL LAW WILL TAKE 
MANY FROM THE MILLS, 

To enforce strictly the new school 
law affecting children employed im 
mills, factories and stores, which go¢s 
into effect today, is the purpose of the* 
gtate board of education. It is estima- 
ted that thousands of children thus 
employed may be forced to leave ‘heir 
employment to acquire the rudiments 
e: least, of an education in English. 

The important sections of the law as 
passed by the’legislature of 1905 are as 
tollows: . 


“No child under the age of 14 
years and no child who is over 
14 and under 16’ years of age who 
does not have a certificate as e- 
quired by the following sections, 
certifying to the child’s ability to 
read at sight and to write legibly 
simple sentences in the Eng!’sh 
language, shall be employed in any 
factory, workshop or mercantile es- 
tablishment. 

“Every child between 7 and 14 
years of age and ‘every child under 
16 years of age who cannot read at 
sight and write legibly simple sen- 
tences in the English language shall 
attend some public day school in 
the city or town in which he resides 
during the entire time the public 
day schools are in session, subject 
to such exceptions as to children, 
places of attendance and schools as 
are otherwise provided for.” 

Sec. Martin of the state board of ed- 
ucation states that the intent of the 
law is to make children of foreign- 
born residents acquire at least the rud- 
iments of an English education before 
being forced to go to work. The state 
teard does not consider a mere parrot- 
like ability to read alloted words m 
Fnglish is compliance with the intent 
cy the law and will insist on the child 
being able to read intelligently and 
without coaching any simple sentence 
-in- English. : : 

Several latge manufacturing-concerns 
Lave made preparations to meet the 
rew law, and one, the Ludlow manu- 
facturing company of Ludlow, in 
Hampden county about three months 
ago established an evening. school for 
the 150 children employed in its mills. 
Most of the children are Poles, and 
though the school was open .three eve- 
nings every week, W. E. Gushee, dis- 
trict superintendent of schools for Aga- 
wam and Ludlow, has, after an exam- 
ination, refused certificates to 26 out 
of 31. children. 

Mr. Gushee has stated that while the 
children could read to some extent, 
they did not do so intelligently, bui re- 
peated the words parrot fashion. The 
parents of the majority of the children 
are apparently anxious only to have 
them educated enough to go to work 
and some threaten. to carry the matter 
into the courts on the ground that 
ability to read..English is all that is 
required, whether the reading is Zone 
intelligently or not. Supt. Gushee be- 
lieves, as does the state board of edu- 
cation, that the child must be able to 
understand what he or she is reading. 

The new school in this city will open 
tomorrow.

TO PUT BRIDGES IN CHARGE OF 
THE STATE. 
- One of the new measures that 


may be introduced. into the 
legislature is a bill general in charac- 


‘ter to put all bridges upproached by a 


section of state highway in charge of 


the state, rather than in charge of the | 


county commissioners in whatever 
county the structure may be located. 

While the term “in charge of the 
state,” is somewhat Jjfdifferent, it an- 
doubtedly means that the bridges will 
he under the direct supervision of the 
s:ate board of highway commission- 
ers, who now have the supervision of 
«11 sections of state highway within 
the commonwealth, While at first it 
would seem to imply no great chanre 
os there is probably at the present 
ay -not..a,great_many.bridges. the ap- 
proaches which are by state high- 
ways, the scheme in the future would 
werk out to a result that there would 
be a good share of bridges in different 
counties in charge of the highway com- 
missioners. . 

The plans of this commission to 
eventually have lines of highway '"a- 
diating out of Boston to all portions 
of the Commonwealth must necessarily 
mean that innumerable streams must 


have innumerable bridges across them. 


Af-the board is to have charge of ail 
these, it will more than double its 
present field of operation, and require 
the employment of a large additional 
fcrce.in its office. 

There is an intimation that the high- 
way commission does not favor this 
proposed legislation. It is credited 
with a fear that in many communities 
petitions will be made for the layang 
cut of highways that will include some 
bridge ‘structure. The local authori- 
ties who have heretofore held off from 
rdvocating a new bridge would row 
use the proposed new laws, feeling 
freer to inaugurate a scheme of this 
kind .with the understanding that at 
least. a portion of the expense wuld 
lhe borne by the state. ; 

The state highway commission looks 
upon the building of highways as its 
monument. It does not care to be han- 
cicapped by the building of bridges as 
they are much more expensive, It does 
rot take a bridge structure of. any 
great length to cost at least $100,000, 
while the same money . would _ build 
scme twenty miles of state highway. 

Some of the members of the new ieg- 
islature who. had this proposal explain- 
ed to them hold an opinion similar to 
that of the highway commission, They 
iook upon it as a suitable measure to 
be offered many years hence, but of 
too Utopian’a character to be sprung 
in this day and generation.

The latest result of the investigation 
recently conducted for.-the purpose of 
determining the oldest trio of sisters in 
the United States, brings into promi- 
nence the names of three sisters; all of 
whom reside in eastern Massachusetts, 
their combined ages aggregating. » 266 
yeurs, They are Mrs. Melindy W. 
Niles. of 61 Clarendon avenue of Lynn, 
Si years of agé, Mrs. Abigail Little- 
feld of Lawrence, 91 years of age, 
and Mrs. Mary Jane Huntington, of 
Roxbury, 88 years-of age. : 

During this investigation two differ- 
ent trios of sisters have been mention- 
ed--as--enjoying—this..distinction,.. the. 
tirst of which was Mrs. M. H. Good- 
rich, of Hot Springs, 8. D., Mrs. 8S. A. 
Tenwyck, of Kedman, Ia., and Mra, 
sine” SonerRer of” Dodgeville,"CW1s:;) 
the sum of their ages amaqunting te 25) 
years. A second trio were later dis- 
covered, comprised of Essex county 
residents, namely; Mrs. Mary G. Cook 


cf Lynn, Mrs. Sarah A. Spaulding of f 


Veabody. and Mrs. N. M. Hooper of 
Malden, their age aggegate being 254 
years Still further investigation, 
however, has brough to light the exis- 
tence of the first mentioned trio of 
sisters, whost. age total far exceeds 
i that of all others thus far revealed. 

That three sisters should grow up 
and live to such ripe ofd ages is a cir- 
cumstance remarkable in itself, and it 
is the moment of considerable pride 
that this state can lay claim to the 
distinction of harboring these long 
jived survivors of. such a hardy and 
well preserved race. Not only is it 
possible, so far as can be learned, to 
name these three as the oldest trio in 
the country, but, by adding a fourth, 
Mrs, Jeanette Loveland, of Boston, 81 
years of age, to form a _  quartette 
whose combined ages aggregate 347 
years. While no authentic comparison 
can be made at present, concerning 
this latter figure, it is very doubtful 
if investigation wéuld produce a tota) 
exceeding it. 

In the little-town of Norway, Me., 
all of these sisters were born, Their 
father, Stephen Latham, a blacksmith 
bv trade, and their mother, whose 
maiden name was Abigail Whitman, 
gave birth to a.family of 10 children, 
seven girls and three boys, the four 
sisters previously mentioned being the 
sole survivors. Of the entire ten, ony 
two died young, Charles dying at the 
age of three years, and Olive Latham 
at the age of 23. 

Sumner, the second son, who was for 
many years in the grocery business in 
Boston, died several years ago, at the 
age of 75. Harrison, the. third, died 
two years ago, in his 93d year. He 
was a resident of Dorchester, where 
his life,.was spent as a stone mason. 
The second ‘sister to die was Mrs. 
Maria Needham, who was 89 years of 
age at the time of her death, and the 
third, Mrs... Lucy Edmunds, passed 
away at the age of 82. A son of the 
former, Sumner Henry Needham, was 
the first to fall during the Baltimore 
riot, at the opening of the Civil War. 
He was a member of the Sixth Mass. 
Light Infantry. Mrs. Needham gave 
hirth to nine children. This brings us 
to the review cf the four surviving 
sisters. 

Mrs. Azigail Littlefield was born on 
Jan, 27, 1814. At an early age she 
left Norway, Me., her home and birth- 
place, and removed to Lawrence, 
where she was married and became the 
mother of seven children. Here she 
has spent the greater part of her life, 
having lost her husband, some years 
ago. She is, however, in very poor 
health, being in but slight possession 
cf her faculties. 

Mrs. Jane Huntington, the second of 
‘the trio, was born on-July 24, 1817. She 
too, took leave of her birthplace when 
quite young, going to Roxbury, where 
she resided with her husband who died 
last July, at the age of 88. She is now 
in good health, most of her faculties 
being unimpaired. : 

Mrs. Melindy W. Niles, the third of 
the three, who resides at 61 Claren- 
Gon avenue, in Lynn, was born on 
July 12, 1818. She and her husband, 
Hiram H.. Niles, have lived in Lynn 
for-the past 34 years. Mrs. Niles when 
interview by an Item reporter, on 
Thursday, spoke very interestingly of 
the lives of her sisters, and of the 
many changes which have taken place 
in the past half century. She evidenced 
much surprise when told of the unique 
distinction which she and her sisters 
bear, .and expressed herself as . being 
duly thankful for the many blessings 
4n--which their-long and happy lives 
have thus far gbounded. She is of a 
pleasant. address, and enjoys fairly 
good health, possessing -her faculties 
aimost to their full.extent. Mrs. Niles 
has two sons, both of Lynn, Harry L., 
a-pateern cutter, residing at 56 Saga- 
more street, and Frank 0., a shoe cut- 
ter, residing at 27 Allen avenue. 

The fourthsand youngest sister, Mrs. 
Jeanette Loveland, who forms the 
auartette with a combined age of 347 
vears, was born on July 29, 1824. She 
has lived in Boston for many yeals. 
She is enjoying excellent health, hav- 
ing visited Mrs. Niles only a few days 
ago. Summarily, it may be said that 
this investigation has put on record a 
most remarkable example of human 
fortitude and preservation, and it is 
needless to say that the many friends 
of these ladies hope for a much larger 
record, and extend to them their best 
wishes for a happy new year.

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‘PENSION PLAN. 


The Boston and Maine railroad pen- 
sion question committee, it is believed, 
cannot report to the men and the coms 
pany before July. 

There are legal difficulties to be met, 
which will require much careful study. 
It is the purpose of the committee lo 
meet there in a manner which wil 
leave no uncertainty in the plans. It 
is further meant to make the plan of 
the pension system so broad and 80 
well grounded, it will not be swamp- 
ed, should the Boston and Maine road 


.later. become absorbed by another line. 


In the old Boston and Albany roa), 
which is now. the Boston & Albany di- 
vision of the New York Central lines, 
the old road has adopted a pensior 
system and it promised well. But in 
a night the Whole plan’ vanished~ fron: 
sight. That night» was the time thr 
munagement of the road passed to tr= 
New York Central lines, 

There, is too much of a chance that 
the New York Central will later se- 
cure control of the Boston & Maine 
road. to take chances with the fire of 
possibility. It is looked to as one of 
the most probable changes in railroad 
management today. 

Not a single department of the ser- 
vice ig opposed to the general proposi- 
tion as already outlined. The railroad 
proposes to meet the men on the haif- 
way line and whatever their assess- 
ment amounts to for a year, it pro- 
poses to set aside just that sum, mak- 
ing the two partg the annual pension 
fund, It is estimated the assessments 
would equal $150,000, and if the es- 
timates are correct, the fund would ve 
$200,000 annually. 

This would be augmented yearly by 
interest and profit from judicious in- 
vestment. Within but a few years 
there will have accumulated a sum 
which will guarantee forever ample 
means for all pension claims. 

There are between 24,000 and 25,009 
men on the company rolls, who are 
eligible to be‘.placed on the pension 
list of the company. Most of thei 
are organized already, and those who 
have not before become members of the 
lodge or union of their respective de- 
partments are now applying for meni- 
bership. -The sentiment may be~ said 
to be universally in favor of the pol- 
ley. 

It is believed one of the conditions 
made will provide that men will siga 
a contract with the company covering 
the terms of the pension plan proposed 
by the committee. It is thought there 
will be a provision whereby if a man 
dies or is discharged from the service, 
the money he has paid in shall be paii 
to hig estate or returned to him with- 
out interest. :

GEST GAME.

It was when ranching that his stead~ 


iness. with a gun in the face of a 
charging bear was proved. It was 
then that he got his biggest grizzly, 
whose skini is now prized-as one~-of 
nis best trophies, as well as a sou- 
venir .of a véry exciting incident. of 
his life. He was camping alone in 
the foothills of the Rockies, 1nd had 
wandered off with his rifle in searck 
of game. Comely suddenly on a huz,e 
grizzly, he wounded it, and the bear 
retreated to cover in a nearby thicket 
Ag. Roosevelt wag endeavoring to lecate 
the quarry from.thé open, the bear 
suddenly appeared. He fired, but the 
bullet did not stop the rush of the 
wnaddened animal. Blowing bloody 
fuam from his mouth, the bear charge'} 
straight at Roosevelt. “‘I waited un- 
til he: came to a fallen tree,” wrote 
the hunter, “raking him as he topped 
jt with a ball which entered his chest 
and went through the cavity of his 
body, but he neither swerved nor -‘flindh- 
ed, and-at the moment I did not kn3w 
that I had struck him. He came stead- 
ily on, and in another ssecond ‘was al- 
most upon me. I fired for his forehead 
but my bullet went. low entering, his 
open mouth, smashing his lower jaw, 
and going into his neck. I leaped te 
cne side almost’as I pulled the trigger, 
and through the hanging smoke the 
first thing I saw was his paw «s ‘he 
made a vicious side blow at me. The 
rush of his charge carried him past, As 
he struck, he lurched forward, leaving 
a pool of bright blood where his muz- 
zle hit the ground; but he recovered 
himself, and made two or three jumps 
forward, while I hurriedly jammed a 
ecuple of cartridges into the magazine 
—my rifle only holding four, all of 
which I had fired. Then he tried toe 
pull up, but as he did so his musc.es 
seemed suddenly to give way, his head 
dropped, he rolled ovér and over like 
a shot rabbit. Each of my three bul- 
lets Had inflicted a mortal wound.” 

The president has well earned the 
distinction of being a successful hun- 
ter. He-has killed every kind of North 
American big game. And yet there is 
far more discussion of the habits and 
characteristics of wild animals in his 
writings than there is record of the 
killing. of game...

If the conclusions ag to the. origin 


Rhodesia put before the British asso- 
ciation at Bulawayo by Mr,. Randall 
Maclvrr are correct, they are not rel- 
ics of ancient Ophir, and we must seek 
elsewhere for tne region whence King 
Solomon procured his stores of gold 
and precious stones, Mr, Maclver went 
to Rhodesia last April, under the 
auspices of the association and the 
Rhodes trustees, and examined min- 
utely the ruins of Inyanga, Niekerk’s 
farm (16 miles north of Inyanga,, Kha- 
mi, Dhlo, Dhlo, Unatali, Insig@ and 
Zimbabwa, wa 
After careful investigation, he has 
decided that none of the ryings — tn 
southern Rhodesia is older. than the 
15th or 16th century, and that ¢hey ar 
the handiwork of African natives of 
the negro or negroid race under the 
dynasty known by the collective name 
of Monomotapa, The bases of these 
conclusions were formed on the follow- 
ing data: 

The buildings are essentially of a 
lative kind of type common today: 
nearly all retain some original wooden 
Stakes embedded in the walls; there is 
no trace of inscription on any of the 
ruins; stone and iron implements were 
found together; neithere the buildings 
nor the other articles found show 
traces of early oriental- or European 
influence; finally, the discovery of 
pieces of blue and white Nankin china 
and other articles of medieval ma 
facture in the lowest parts” of 
foundation proves that ‘such commodi- 
ties were the object of barter before 
the buildings were erected. 

Mr. Maclver maintains that: the 
ruins were originally fortified places, 
usually inclosing a kopje built in the 
form of a rough ellipse following main- 
ly the contour of the surrounding 
country. The so-called slave pits, 
described ag pit dwellings, were orig- 
inally citadels of their strong places, 
round which concentric circles of 
walls were built——London Standard.
